Artificial shade may be provided by plant- 
ing ground cover (which is why we carry 
creepers and ivy) or with dwarf shrubs.

The Montana varieties are 
pruned only to fill your space requirements 
while half the growth on Barbara Jackman, 
Miss Bateman and The President is cut each 
year. No pruning at all is required the first 
year.
